THE PROFESSIONAL ENGINEER’S 
PLACE IN SOCIETY 


HE lack of recognition afforded the professional engineer in public life has 

- been raised by leaders of the profession on a number of occasions in recent 
years. In his presidential address given in the latter part of last year, the 
President of the Institution of Civil Engineers, Sir Herbert J. Manzoni, said it 
was doubtful if an ordinary member of the public could even say what a 


civil engineer did, and well informed members could hardly name one, yet 
alone three. 


__ The President of the Institution of Structural Engineers, Lt.-Col. G. W. 
Kirkland, also referred to this subject recently, pointing out that the status 
of the professional engineer in all fields of public life is nothing like as high 
as it should be. 


Where does the fault lie? In Sir Herbert Manzoni’s view, as a profession 
they have become immersed in the minutiae of schemes conceived by other 
people and have forgotten how, or have had no time or have lost inclination, 
to take the lead, so far as this is possible in modern conditions, in promoting 
ideas and projects of their own conceiving. The President of the Institution 
of Structural Engineers also believes the failure to be the professional engineers’ 
own fault, partly through absorption in their own subjects and through the 
scatter effects of the large numbers of bodies which represent them. 


The difficulty is that today the professional engineer has to work under 
conditions vastly different to the days of Telford and Brunel—-conditions in 
which individuality of thought and action, and personal responsibility are 
diminishing. Nevertheless, the pioneering spirit is not altogether dead and 
there are engineers of considerable stature and individual drive in this country 
today as there are in the United States and Europe. But their achievements 
are comparatively unknown, not only nationally, but often within the field of 
their own particular activities. For this state of affairs the senior institutions 
must take a large share of the responsibility. For a great number of years 
they considered it “not quite done” to publicise the achievements of their 
members, many of whom feared that any form of personal publicity would be 
considered to offend against the code of conduct. One might well wonder 
whether the name of say, Nervi, would have been as well known today had 
he been a member of a British institution practising in this country. 


Happily, in recent years “the wind of change” has percolated, if not 
blown through, the councils of the institutions and probably more for economic 
reasons than any other, steps have been taken to make known the work and 
achievements of their members both in this country and overseas. But more 
could still be done without harming professional ethics. 


Lt.-Col. Kirkland has suggested that there should be an organisation to 
represent all chartered engineers to ensure their proper representation in the 
councils of the world. This did not call for the formation of yet another 
engineering body; the “mother’’—the Institution of Civil Engineers—should 
encourage her varied offspring and admit their spokesmen to her Council on 
the basis of proportional representation. 


This suggestion has no doubt been looked upon as heresy by some engineers 
in Great George Street but the majority of far seeing engineers, while not 
perhaps being prepared to go as far as the Structurals’ President has suggested, 
would welcome closer co-operation between the institutions. 


There is already a degree of co-operation between the three senior institu- 
tions—the Civils, Mechanicals and Electricals—but it has always appeared 
incongruous that the Structurals, who are the sole professional body represent- 
ing engineers in the specialised field of structures throughout the world, 
should have been considered beyond the “pale”, by the three senior bodies, 
particularly as they are all closely linked in their everyday activities. 


In this age of the scientist and the astronaut, the professional engineer is 
bound to suffer a continuing loss of recognition and influence if outmoded 
policies persist. The principal professional institutions should set up a joint 
committee to investigate what steps can be taken jointly and separately to 
see that the professional engineer is accorded his rightful place in society. 
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CIVIL ENGINEERING CONTRACTING 


Federation’s Annual Report 


HE amount of new work for the con- 
struction industries continued to 
become more plentiful in 1960, states 
the annual report of the Federation of 
Civil Engineering Contractors. Apart 
from a continued increase in housing 
there was a considerable increase in 
other new work for private developers. 
The amount of other new work for the 
public authorities, however, decreased 
marginally. 


Smaller Sized Contracts 


The Federation and its sections have, 
through the national consultative council 
and the regional committees of the 
Ministry of Works, kept the shortage of 
the smaller type of civil engineering jobs 
before the Government. 

During the year a special ad hoc com- 
mittee of the Federation was formed to 
study the problem. It was found that in 
general more invitations to tender for the 
smaller type of local authority contract 
were being issued. The shortage in some 
sections, however, continued to be serious. 

Present trends indicate that the position 
is easing, continues the report. The in- 
crease in authorisations for water and sew- 
age schemes has continued during 1960, 
and the continued boom in private enter- 
prise housing, with the increase in indus- 
trial construction, will create yet further 
demands. In addition, the enlarged road 
programme will provide more work over 
the whole range of jobs. 

The interest rates charged to local 
authorities are unlikely, in modern condi- 
tions, to be much diminished, and an 
increasing number of local authorities 
might therefore be expected to proceed 
with schemes which were being delayed 
in the hope of the rates being lowered. 


Materials 


Delivery periods for reinforcing rods 
continued during 1960 to be lengthy. The 
results of a survey carried out by the 
Federation in November indicated, how- 
ever, that this fact was not causing undue 
difficulties for the industry. 

The committee on steel supplies of the 
Reinforced Concrete Association (of which 
the Federation is a member) has estimated 
that demand for reinforcement is likely to 
increase to 800,000 tons in 1965. This com- 
pares with deliveries of approximately 
600,000 tons during 1960. This estimate has 
been communicated to the British Iron and 
Steel Federation and to the Iron and Steel 
Board. 

Some difficulty continued to be ex- 
perienced during the year over the supply 
of bricks and regional shortages of cement 
were experienced which proved to be of 
a temporary nature. 


Plant 


The Federation was consulted by the 
Federation of Manufacturers of Construc- 
tion Equipment as to the best basis for 
the classification of tractors. The Federa- 
tion advised that the criterion should be 
installed horse-power. 

The British Standards Institution invited 
the co-operation of the Federation in the 
preparation of a British Standard pre- 
scribing a means of assessing the per- 
formance of batch-type concrete mixers. 
After consideration, the Council agreed to 
co-operate by inviting some members to 
carry out the orescribed tests on an experi- 
mental basis. 


Civil Engineering Research Council 


The Institution of Civil Engineers is in 
process of setting up a Civil Engineering 
Research Council to initiate, control and 
finance research, and to arrange for the 


publication and dissemination of results. 

The Council will consist of the President 
of the Institution, as the chairman, three 
other representatives of the Institution, 
three from the Association of Consulting 
Engineers and three from the Federation, 
together with the Permanent Secretary of 
the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research. 

Some initial finance has been guaranteed 
by individual contractors and by firms of 
consulting engineers, but further funds 
will be necessary. 

During the year the Council of the 
Federation reviewed the existing facilities 
for research and concluded that there was 
a need for closer co-operation between 
contractors and the research establish- 
ments. A standing committee on research 
under the chairmanship of Mr. R. M. 
Douglas was therefore formed to seek this 
closer co-operation and to assist in the dis- 
semination of information about research. 
This committee has undertaken a study 
of the existing research programme and 
has had the opportunity of inspecting the 
facilities at the Building Research Station 
and the Road Research Laboratory. 

One of the committee’s main tasks in 
the future will be to maintain the closest 
possible liaison with the projected Civil 
Engineering Research Council. 


Industrial Relations 


The Council of the Federation is again 
pleased to record that the work of the 
conciliation board has proceeded smoothly 
during the year and that cordial relations 
have continued between the employers’ 
and the operatives’ panel of the board, 
states the report. 


Scholarship Trust 


The Civil Engineering Scholarship Trust, 
set up in May, 1958, under the sponsor- 
ship of the Institution of Civil Engineers, 
the -Association of Consulting Engineers 
and the Federation, has continued to be 
particularly well supported by members of 
the Federation in the past year, over 80 
per cent. of the money received by the 
Trust in answer to its appeal for funds 
having come from this source. To date, 
26 members, by undertaking to pay at 
least £400 annually for seven years, have 
individually given named scholarships. In 
addition, the members of the South Wales 
and Monmouth Section have collectively 
given a named scholarship. 

For the academic year commencing in 
October, 1960, the Trust awarded 18 
scholarships, the value of the scholarships 
varying from £450 per annum to £300 per 
annum according to the financial needs of 
the particular boys. The successful candi- 
dates were selected from 137 applicants 
on grounds of academic ability and those 
qualities of character, leadership and 
determination which are essential to make 
a good civil engineer. 

The Trust hopes to award up to 20 
scholarships for the coming academic year, 
provided that sufficient worthy candidates 
come forward. 


Training of Maintenance Mechanics 


Referring to the training of maintenance 
mechanics the report states: 

The conciliation Board has approved 
the adoption, with effect from March 27, 
1961, of a scheme for the training of 
maintenance mechanics which provides for 
a simplified syllabus of training over a 
three-year term with the object of pro- 
ducing a mechanic capable of undertaking 
preventative maintenance on site. 

The increased mechanisation of the in- 
dustry means that the training of con 
tractors’ plant mechanics and maintenance 
mechanics is of primary importance. 
Accordingly, members are urged to in- 
creased their intake of trainee contractors’

Contract Matters 


During the past year, the Federation has 
continued to pursue its policy of en- 
deavouring to secure the widest possible 
adoption of the I.C.E. Conditions of Con- 
tract, states the report. 

The last annual inquiry on the adoption 
of the I.C.E. Conditions made in May, 
1960, revealed that the number of local 
authorities in England, Scotland and Wales 
using the I.C.E, Conditions had continued 
to increase. 

In addition, of course, such prominent 
employing authorities as the Ministry of 
Transport, the British Transport Com 
mission, the London County Council and 
the Metropolitan Water Board, as well as 
most firms of consulting engineers and 
many private industrial concerns also use 
the I.C.E. Conditions. 

The position has now been reached 
where nearly all the local authorities of 
importance, with certain prominent ¢ 
ceptions, are using the I.C.E. Conditions 
At the same time there appears to be ® 
growing practice on the part of employing 
authorities to include in their specifica 
tions provisions which conflict with the 
general conditions, and it is considered 
that the only practical way of dealing with 
these cases is for members to report ¢ 
to the Federation as and when they arise 
and for the Federation then to take the 
matter up with the authorities concerned 


Direct Labour 


The Federation and its sections have 
continued to press the policy that dire 
labour departments should only & 
awarded contracts in fair competition w® 
contractors.

CONTRACTORS TOLD OPENCAST COAL WILL 


BE NEEDED 


N.C.B. Chairman Speaks at Federation Dinner

*f Wales, | hope in the next months that 
- by you will be able to know the plans 
we have in both these fields. 

Mr. Robens, who was proposing the 
toast of “The Federation”, said that it was 
their firm intention to use all the weapons 
within their commercial power to maintain 
the British coal industry at about 200 
million tons of coal a year. He believed 
that by the big programme they had insti- 
tuted, and by other plans, they would be 
successful in this task. 

“If, in our programme for mechanisa- 
tion, there was no leeway to be made up,” 
he continued, “I should be a despondent 
individual, but there is such an enourmous 
leeway that I have no doubt at all about 
the ability of the industry that I represent 
to mechanise to the nth degree, with a 
very clear planned programme to maintain 
price stability and give confidence to in- 
dustrialists who are our customers. 

“In all this members of the Federation 
are going to be valuable to us as they have 
been in the past. The reconstruction 
scheme must go on more quickly than was 
originally planned. We must think in 
terms of our opencast production and we 
have to think in terms of what the con- 
tracting industry is able to do for us as 
a very large sector of the British economy.” 

President’s Reply 

Replying to the toast, Mr. W. G. 
MitcueLL, C.B.E., president of the Federa- 
tion, said he was quite sure they could 
produce opencast coal if it was required; 
but they must have time. They could not 
shut off the tap just at a moment’s notice 
and start up opencast next week to the 
tune of 14 million tons, whereas the week 
after that it would be only five million 
tons. 

The president expressed particular 
interest in Mr, Robens’ reference to the 
object of the National Coal Board of 
stabilising prices. “We, in industry, have 
had put upon us fixed-price contracts,” 
he said. “Now, when we go to. our 
suppliers of bricks, cement, steel and iron, 
they say “we cannot give you a fixed price 
because of the National Coal Board.’ If 
you can get the stabilising of coal prices, 
you will take away that weapon from so 
many of our suppliers and put them on the 
same wicket as ourselves.” 

Turning to other matters, Mr. Mitchell 
said it was vitally necessary that civil 
engineering work, which provided the ser- 
Vices of the country, must not get out of 
phase with the more ornate building and 
industrial develooment which was going 
a ee he thought they had ham-

our Federation, but is shared by 


our sister bodies in the industry—the 
Institution of Civil Engineers and the 
Association of Consulting Engineers. They 
realise, as we do, that the whole basis 
of our industry is youth, and with youth, 
progress, adventure and getting out and 
doing things. 


Practical Training Scheme 

“Some 12 years ago, with the Institution 
and Association, we brought into opera- 
tion a scheme which was quite revolu- 
tionary at the time, a scheme for the 
practical training of young engineers. We 
indentured these youngsters whether they 
were graduates or not, and we took them 
into our firms and gave them training in 
practical engineering. Now, that was a 
remarkable step forward, because it has 
brought, which does not happen in all 
other industries, the professional branch 
into the construction branch. 

“That is a point I am not going to 
develop here, but I think it is the founda- 
tion of our industry that the people who 
design the work and the people who make 
it are so closely integrated. This scheme has 
been a tremendous success, and the result 
is that contractors have on their staff 
highly trained engineers, and, if I may say 
so, the consulting engineers have got on 
their staff people who design things that 
can be made instead of designing things 
that can only be made on paper. 

“There is another matter that we have 
also been pursuing with the Institution 
and with the Association—the Civil Engi- 
neering Scholarship Trust. This, we believe, 
is fulfilling a much needed want in attract- 
ing men to our industry of the highest 
calibre. The standard of the applicants 
who are coming forward for these scholar- 
ships is very high. 

“There is another scheme which we are 
hammering out, again with the Institution 
and the Association, in conjunction with 
the Minister of Education; that is, the 
training of technicians. The idea of the 
scheme is that there are a great number 
of people who can be of great use to our 
industry and can advance to the highest 
positions in it, but who are. not 
academically minded, or who cannot get 
to the standard of the Institution examina- 
tion. We would like them not to be 
second-class but first-class in their own 
line, and we are looking into the question 
of training these people for a different 
branch of our industry, but, at the same 
time, being first-class at it. We hope this 
scheme will go forward. It is in its 
infancy at the moment, but I feel it is 
a most important step forward. 

“In addition, we are considering the 
training for management, the training for 
operatives of various grades, such as main- 
tenance fitters and others who are abso- 
lutely vital to our industry. We are 
considering all these things, and in view 
of the ‘bulge’ which is upon us now, it 
is a matter we must take very great 
note of. 

Research 

“In this age of great technical progress, 
of Sputniks and Soacemen, Cosmonauts 
and Astronauts, no industry can hope to 
hold its own unless it is willing to devote 
substantial resources to research. Here 
again, we are in close co-operation with 
the professional bodies to deal with the 
question of research. 

“I have touched on these things, per 
haps, at greater length than necessary, 
because they are things that we have got 
to do to keep our industry in the forefront 
of progress. Youth and research are the 
two things that I think must be im the 
forefront of our thinking as a Federation 
and as an industry. 

“In conclusion, I would like formally 


to thank Mr. Robens for the way in which 
he has proposed the toast of our Federa- 
tion. I would assure him that whether it 
is opencast coal or surface work that the 
National Coal Board requires, we shall 
co-operate with him, and I think an 
occasion like this is a very good example 
of the different people one can meet in 
this industry, or associated with this 
industry, who are all prepared to co- 
operate with each other for the benefit of 
our country.” 


Importance of Flexibility 

Another speaker was Mr. MAuRIcE 
MACMILLAN, M.P., who said: “I think 
there is a danger now of our life in general, 
including industry, beginning to lack flexi- 
bility, and I am very glad Mr. Robens 
mentioned this point. 

“If we are to face the world as it is 
today it is important that, both within 
industry itself and outside, we must be 
prepared to do whatever is necessary, that 
people must be prepared, if necessary, to 
change their jobs and their firms and to 
think again about the type of work which 
they are prepared to undertake. 

“But industry itself, especially with the 
vast competition from Europe, which what- 
ever the solution about the Common 
Market, is going to be increased, should try 
to adapt itself as best it can to the future.” 

Guests at the dinner were welcomed by 
Mr. A. J. HILL, chairman of the Council, 
His speech, “John Sumner” reports 
elsewhere in this issue, was “at once a 
masterpiece of wit in content and of 
brilliance in exposition.” 


INCREASE IN L.C.C. HOUSING 
OUTPUT 


The L.C.C. Housing Committee report 
that by making fuller use of architects in 
private practice a target of 4,750 new 
dwellings a year can be fully achieved in 
about four years’ time. 

The committee have been examining the 
practicability of increasing the council’s 
housing output, which is at present over 
4,000 new dwellings a year. The increase 
will cost a further £14-£2m. a year between 
1963 and 1966, and about £34-£4m. a year 
extra after 1966. 


Staff Shortage 


More than any other single factor, the 
shortage of architectural staff has limited 
in recent years the rate of commencements 
of new dwellings, state the committee. 
This shortage must be regarded in the 
context of a national shortage in a time 
of great building activity. The salaries 
and promotion prospects of all L.C.C. staff 
are constantly under review to enable the 
council to compete fairly for such staff 
as are available. 

There are also staff shortages in the 
valuation department, but if these could 
be overcome sufficient land could be made 
available to enable work to start on the 
erection of about 5,000 dwellings a year 
over the next four or five years. In fact, 
land sufficient for the erection of about 
26,000 new dwellings in the county is at 
present in various stages of acquisition and 
clearance prior to development. 

The Committee say that every endeavour 
will be made to increase the use of stan- 
dard housing blocks, so long as this is 
consistent with maintaining the council's 
high standards of design. : 

Although their report is concerned with 
the council’s operations under the Housing 
Acts, the committee point out that the 
significant contribution to the solution of 
London's housing problems which is being 
made by the expanding towns programme, 
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£8.6M. CHESHIRE MOTORWAY CONTRACT 
ANNOUNCED 


Tarmac’s Tender Approved By Minister 


NOLLOWING the recommendation of 
Cheshire County Council as agent 
authority (The Contract Journal, May 4), 
Mr. Ernest Marples, Minister of Trans- 
port, has authorised the acceptance of 
the £8,635,674 tender of Tarmac Civil 
Engineering Ltd., for the construction of 
a further 15 miles of the Birmingham- 
Preston Motorway just south of the 
partly completed Thelwall Viaduct. The 
work is scheduled for completion within 
27 months. 

The section now to be constructed has 
its southern end at the interchange with 
A.54, near Holmes Chapel; from there, the 
route passes northwards, to the west of 
Knutsford, to end at the junction with 
A.56, where it joins up with the Thelwall 
Viaduct, which will carry the motorway 
over the Manchester Ship Canal and the 
river Mersey. 

Three-lane Carriageways 


The motorway will have two 36ft.. three- 
lane carriageways, each with a 10ft. wide 
hard shoulder, and separated by a 15ft. 
wide central reserve. Construction of 36 
bridges will be necessary, in addition to a 
railway bridge at Plumley, which is being 
built by the British Transport Commission. 
There will be junctions with the existing 
road system at Howshoots (A.50), Tabley 
Superior (A.556 near Knutsford) and 
Holmes Chapel (A.54). 

The motorway construction will consist 
of hot rolled asphalt with 10in. cement 
bound granular base. The hard shoulders 
will be surfaced with tarmac. Some 130 
miles of drainage will be laid ranging from 
4in. agricultural pipes to 54in. concrete 
tubes. 

Other facts and figures: 2,750,000 yd. of 


L.C.C. PLAN 21-STOREY 


YO 21-storey blocks containing 160 
flats are included in an £824,715 
scheme by the L.C.C. for 253 new 
dwellings on a six-acre site near the 
Surrey Docks, Bermondsey. The scheme, 
recently approved by the Council’s 
housing committee, has been designed 
in the housing division of their archi- 
tect’s department. 

The site provides opportunities for 
remarkably fine views at high level over 
the Thames, but at ground level is more 
confined within the surrounding buildings 
and dock walls. The high blocks will also 
help to achieve a high density—41 dwell- 
ings per acre—-and these have been sited 
so as to cause the minimum amount of 
overshadowing, either of the other build- 
‘ings on the site or of any adjoining 
buildings. 

They are designed to provide three-room 
and two-room accommodation, every 
fourth floor being composed of two-room 
dwellings only (four to a floor), all the 
remaining floors consisting of four three- 
room dwellings. Each block will comprise 
80 dwellings, and will have two lifts. The 
flats will have electric floor heating and 
panel electric fires. 


“Cluster” Blocks 


The lower buildings will be arranged 
within the site so that they aré contained 
within a reasonably large open space, free 
from vehicular traffic. The larger dwell- 
ings, four- and five-room maisonnettes, will 
be accommodated in four four-storey 
“cluster” blocks, consisting of three wings. 
the top three maisonnettes in each wing 
being approached by an access balcony 


excavation; 700,000 cu. yd. of imported 
filling; 6,000 tons of reinforcement; 85,000 
cu. yd. of concrete. 

The roadworks have been designed for 
the Ministry by Cheshire County Council 
(county surveyor and bridgemaster Mr. 
Cc. G. Day, A.M.I.C.E., M.I.Mun.E., 
A.M.T.P.I1.). The bridgeworks have been 
designed by Scott and Wilson, Kirkpatrick 
and Partners, consulting engineers. 

The whole 78 miles of motorway between 
Dunston, north of Birmingham, and Pres- 
ton will soon be under construction. The 
lengths in Staffordshire and Lancashire 
have already been started, and the only 
remaining section is that in South Cheshire 
(between the Staffordshire-Cheshire border 
and the A.54 at Holmes Chapel) for which 
tenders are under consideration. It is 
hoped to start work on this section shortly. 


HARLOW HOUSING COMPETITION 
WINNER 


Mr. Michael Neylan, Worple Avenue, 
Wimbledon, has won the first prize of 
£1,000 in Harlow Development Corpora- 
tion’s design competition of a housing area 
comprising 270 houses, with a minimum of 
one car to each house. 

There were 41 entries for the competi- 
tion which was the first to be held for 
housing in a new town. The assessors stated 
that the winning plan provided an efficient 
vehicular circulation system separated from 
pedestrians. It exploited the shape and 
contours of the site to form a raised podium 
for pedestrians with traffic circulation and 
car parking below. 

Mr. Neylan’s design, six houses short of 
the required number, is estimated to cost 
£537,500.

from a central staircase. The advantage of 
this arrangement is that each access bal- 
cony serves only three dwellings, and the 
maisonnettes are therefore quieter and 
more private than those in ordinary 
“balcony access” blocks. 

The shape of the “cluster”? enables an 
interesting form of layout to be achieved, 
with considerable areas of open space 
around and between blocks. A point of 
note in a scheme of this density is the 
provision of gardens to all ground floor 
maisonnettes, making a total of 36 private 
gardens in the whole scheme. 

In the southern corner of the site, adjoin- 
ing Moodkee Street, accommodation is to 
be provided for old people in a block con- 
sisting of nine one-room and 12 two-room 
dwellings arranged on three floors. Here 
again, a “cluster’’ type unit will be used. 


“Pedestrian Way” 


A feature of the layout is the proposed 
“Pedestrian Way” which lies to the north 
of the site between Renforth Street and 
Neptune Street. This pedestrian way forms 
part of a larger proposal for linking various 
estates in this neighbourhood, and in this 
case it will form a link between this estate 
and the adjoining borough council housing 
estate. 

Seventy-two maisonnettes in four-storey 
blocks and 21 flats in three-storey blocks 
are to be constructed. The layout also 
includes 34 garages, parking space for 45 
cars, 136 tenants’ stores, three playing 
areas, a maintenance depot and two trans- 
former chambers. There are very few 
existing trees on the site, and it is proposed 
to include 12 semi-mature trees in the 
planting scheme.

Projects of Exceptional Urgency 


The need for specific advice to the in. 
dustry from the National Joint Consulta. 
tive Committee on how urgent Projects 
should be handled was one of the main 
topics of discussion. Orthodox procedures 
were often inappropriate when a client, 
usually for good economic reasons, wanted 
a job built very quickly. The industry used 
many different unorthodox procedures to 
satisfy such clients, but they were not 
always successful. 

A rationalisation of procedures, and in 
particular some means of combining the 
speed that results from negotiating a con- 
tract with an element of competition, was 
needed. The conference endorsed the pro- 
posal that the National Joint Consultative 
Committee should examine this problem. 

Lively discussion also occurred on the 
report from the Eastern Region of a con- 
ference on joint training and the news that 
the National Joint Consultative Committee 
had been advised by its officials to estab- 
lish a representative committee under an 
independent chairman to make proposals 
for joint training before qualification. 

The meeting closed with a warm vote 
of thanks to Mr. George Grosvenor for his 
conduct of all five of the regional joint 
consultative committee conferences which 
have been held. Mr. Grosvenor will relis- 
quish the National Joint Consultative 
Committee Chair in October next.

FOURTEEN-STOREY tower block 

of flats framed in reinforced con- 
crete flat plate construction was opened 
at St. Mary’s Redevelopment Scheme, 
Woolwich, last week by Princess 
Margaret. 

The block is a “butterfly” shape on plan 
and is one of four—two 14-storey and two 
13-storey—being built on the six-acre site. 
A total of 219 one- and two-bedroom flats 
is contained in the four blocks, which rise 
to a height of 138ft. 

The complete St. Mary’s scheme provides 
for a total of 279 dwellings at a density 
of 141 persons to the acre, calculated on 
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Side elevation of one of the four tower blocks 


the basis of 1.1 persons per habitable room. 
In addition to the multi-storey blocks 
there are five four-storey biocks providing 
37 three-bedroom maisonnettes, 13 one- 
room fiats and a shop; one two-storey block 
with eight one-room flats for aged persons; 
a shop and house for a shopkeeper; a four- 
room doctor’s house with surgeries; and 
two communal laundries. 

Pram stores are provided at ground floor 
level on the basis of one for each two- 
bedroom flat or three-bedroom maison- 
nette, and garage space around the site is 
provided for 20 per cent. of the total 
number of dwellings. 

The site falls away some 70ft. from

south to north, with a centre line of 
1,140ft. and a maximum width of 250ft. 
Within this area the architects have sought 
to provide the residents with a pleasant 
environment and an ever-changing and 
interesting view. A central “spine-walk” 
links all of the buildings, with branches 
to the perimeter at points nearest to the 
shops and bus routes. Private gardens 
have been provided for the lower maison- 
nettes, the doctor’s house, and the aged 
persons’ flats. 

The remainder of the site has been 
planned as a communal open space with 
grass and trees. This includes seven 30ft. 
high London plane trees which are being 
transported from Berkshire, as well as 
silver birches, rose bushes, broom and 
cotoneaster. 

Two play areas are being provided for 
children of two to five years of age, 
located opposite the communal laundries, 
with w.c.s and drinking water fountains 
nearby. For the children of five to Il 
years of age there are two additional play 
areas which incorporate specially designed 
playground furniture, 


Construction and Finishes 


The “butterfly” shape of the tower 
blocks gives the maximum amount of 
natural ventilation, privacy and light. The 
two-bedroom flats have an overall area of 
673 sq. ft. and the one-bedroom flats an 
overall area of 533 sq. ft. Each flat con- 
tains, in addition to the bedrooms, a living 
room with a large picture-frame window, 
and kitchen incorporating a porcelain 
enamelled sink with double metal drainin: 
boards, a larder, broom cupboard, fitte 
wall storage cupboard units and electric 
and gas points. Space is also provided for 
a cooker, refrigerator and wash boiler. 
Each block is served by two lifts. 

The blocks have 17in. diameter bored 
pile foundations designed to carry 50 tons 
at an average depth of 30ft. The rein- 
forced concrete flat plate frame construe- 
tion is fair faced where exposed, with a 
panel infill of flint lime brick and concrete

block cavity walls with aluminium foil 


insulation in the cavity. 


Windows are metal throughout and all 
cleaning and reglazing can be undertaken 
internally. A cast concrete feature panel 
is located under each window. The bal- 
conies have concrete floors and roofs. At 
the sides of the balconies clear and wired 
glazing run the full height of each block. 

The roof structure, which is faced with 
sand-lime bricks, houses the lift motors 
and tank rooms. 

The entrance to each block has a con- 
crete canopy with painted soffit and mosaic 
fascia. Concrete tiles are used on ground 
floors with granolithic elsewhere. Intern- 
ally each flat is finished with thermoplastic 
flooring, plastered walls and ceilings, con- 
crete tiled sills, white glazed tiled splash- 
backs and flush doors. 

The two communal laundries each con- 
tain two gas-fired washing machines, one 
spin dryer and six drying cabinets. 


Maisonnettes 


The three-bedroomed maisonnettes have 
an overall fioor area of 857 sq. ft. and in- 
clude an open plan dining room and a 
kitchen large enough for the occasional 
meals. The bed-sitters have an overall 
area of 428 sq. ft. 

The maisonnettes are of cross-wall con- 
struction on a reinforced concrete raft with 
brick and precast concrete infill panels. 
Floors, access stairs and balconies are of 
reinforced concrete and the roofs’ are 
covered with concrete tiles. 

As in the taller blocks, windows and 
sashes are metal throughout and a cast 
concrete feature panel is located under 
each window. 

The lower maisonnettes have indepen- 
dent street doors and a passage through 
each building leads by a common enclosed 
staircase to balconies giving access to the 
upper dwellings. Stairs and balconies are 
of reinforced concrete finished with grano- 
lithic. 

Internally the maisonnettes have thermo- 
plastic flooring to solid floors with boarded 
flooring for the bedrooms. Otherwise 
internal finishes are similar to the flats. 
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The aged persons’ flats are of similar 
construction to the maisonnettes, but the 
foundations are of wide strip formation. 
The bed-sitting room flats have 310 sq. ft. 
of accommodation and the three-bedroom 
houses and shop, 882 sq. ft. 

The doctor’s four-bedroom house and 
surgeries is traditional for a two-storey 
building with facing bricks of clay for the 
house and flint lime for the link and 
surgeries. The roof is three-ply built up 
roofing on 2in. woodwool slabs. 


Services 


The mains water supply serves all build- 
ings but a booster pump is necessary to 
reach the tank in No. 1 point block. 

All dwellings, except the doctor’s house, 
have instantaneous gas-fired water heating. 
Background heating is provided in the 
living rooms and adjoining bedrooms in 
the point blocks by electric floor cables 
fed by off-peak loading. In addition, the 
living rooms have an electric fire set in a 
granolithic panel beneath the large balcony 
window. 

In the maisonnettes, flats and house, 
the living rooms have open fires with floor 
ducts for fresh air feed. All dwellings 
have electric points for tenants’ own heat- 
ing. 

Each point block is served by two refuse 
chutes which deliver into three Palladin 
bins for collection and disposal by the local 
authority. The lower blocks have a com- 
bined system of refuse chutes and ordinary 
household dustbins. 

A central aerial and relay system for 
wireless and television is installed in each 
of the four point blocks. 


Architects and Contractors 


The contract, which is valued at 
£617,369, was started in July, 1959, and 
is scheduled to be completed by January, 
1962.

Notebook... 


HIS year’s annual dinner of the Federa- 
tion of Civil Engineering Contractors 
was the usual sparkling affair, the most 
impressive sparkles emanating from the 
four speakers—Mr. W. G. Mitchell, C.B.E., 
the president, Mr. Alfred Robens, chair- 
man of the National Coal Board, Mr. A. J. 
Hill, chairman of the Federation, and Mr. 
Maurice Macmillan, M.P. 

The company was somewhat smaller 
than in previous years but those who were 
there will probably agree with me that 
Mr. Hill’s contribution to the after dinner 
speeches was at once a masterpiece of wit 
in content and of brilliance in exposition. 

Mr. Mitchell made the civil engineering 
part of the building industry sound most 
attractive to young people choosing a 
career in construction. Whilst holding 
that it was the job of older men to be in 
a position to advise he stressed the need 
of civil engineering firms for young men 
to do the work. He made _ special 
references to the various training schemes 
for young engineers operated by the pro- 
fessional institutions, the civil engineering 
scholarship scheme and to a new scheme 
for training technicians (whatever that may 
be). There was also some reference to 
training arrangements for mechanics. 

This all goes to show just how conscious 
the civil engineering contractors are of the 
importance of training. But I believe there 
are still some construction concerns 
unaware of the responsibility that is theirs 
to undertake the training of craft appren- 
tices. The attitude seems to be: “Let’s 
get all the people we want at the top and 
we can get the rest from the small firms.” 


M I alone in thinking along these lines? 

I don’t think I am. Only the other 

day Mr. Tom Jones, the North Wales 
Organiser of the Transport and General 
Workers Union, levelled some forthright 
criticism at the contractors engaged on 
some major projects, for failing to train 
apprentices in the skilled trades on which 
they make heavy demands. Mr. Jones said 
that the firms are taking all the skilled 
tradesmen they can find, but they do not 
operate any training schemes themselves. 

Mr. Jones is not the only one who feels 
as I do. At the Llandudno conference of 
nearly 100 industrialists and trades union 
leaders to consider industrial training for 
the school-leaving children of the next 
three years, he was supported in his views 
by Sir Geoffrey Summers who said that 
he believed that the big contracting 
organisations were not pulling their weight 
in meeting the problem of training. 

Lord Brecon, the Minister of State for 
Wales, who opened the’ conference, 
stressed that in the next few years many 
more boys of real ability were going to 
become available. If they were to have 
the same opportunities as last years school 
leavers of securing apprenticeships in the 
skilled trades the number of apprentice- 
ships offered would have to show at least 
a 334 per cent. increase over last year. 

This is really something for contractors 
to get their teeth into. They can’t expect 
the smaller firms to carry the load for them 
all the time. 


\ HILST on the subject of apprentice- 

ship I was intrigued the other day 
to learn of an idea put forward by the 
newly elected President of the National 
Federation of Demolition Contractors, Mr. 
S. B. Allison. He proposed that the 
Federation should endeavour to institute 
an apprenticeship scheme for the training 
of young men in demolition work. How 
much skill is required to knock a building 
down? On the face of it, not much; but 
when one thinks about it a little more it 
is not difficult to realise the dangers and 
hazards to life and limb (for the general 


public as well as for the operatives engaged 
on the work) if such activities were left 
in the hands of inexperienced men. 
Apparently in the old days the “craft” 
of demolition work was passed from father 
to son, whether employer or employee. 
The father, an experienced demolition 
man, would bring his son into the same 
firm for training to the stage where he 
would become a capable craftsman. Un- 
fortunately this trend has not continued 
and Mr. Allison feels that if some form 
of apprenticeship scheme could be worked 
out between his Federation and the unions 
it might be of great advantage to the 
industry as a whole. And so it might. But 
I am left wondering how you teach a 
youngster to have the nerve to balance on 
a Yin. wall with a sheer drop to the street 
below of the best part of 100ft.; and, more 
particularly, how you find a teacher! 


HERE isn’t, some of my readers will 
be surprised to learn, a professional 
institution, trade organisation or trade 
union in the country which is not 
desperately short of money with which to 
provide a full service for its members. 
One of the reasons for this is the natural 
reluctance of officers and councils to 
formulate and approve higher rates of 
subscription. Whereas, in most cases, 
many subscription rates are only twice 
the pre-1939 figure—if that—the cost of 
running organisations of the kind I have 
mentioned is at least three or four times 
what it was before the war. Members 
want the services improved — quite 
naturally, but they don’t exactly fall over 
themselves to pay salaries for competent 
brains to provide them. 

I am led to believe that Mr. George 
Smith, the General Secretary of the power- 
ful (but not so powerful as it was) Amalga- 
mated Society of Woodworkers is in 
sympathy with these views. Writing in 
the Society’s Journal he points out that 
although membership has increased con- 
tribution income went down by £4,000 
between 1959 and 1960. Arrears increased 
to £58,819, from £57,116 in 1959. He also 
pointed out that in 1939 the total assets 
of the Society amounted to £601,000; they 
are now £1,692,665. When the decline in 
the value of the pound since 1939 is taken 
into account, the real value of the Society’s 
assets now is only just over £3,500 more 
than before the war. In fact, the Society 
has virtually stood still. 

_Comments Mr. Smith: “I cannot en- 
visage overcoming this situation unless we 
take steps to switch some of our invest- 
ments into areas in which at least the real 
value of our money is maintained. I 
know this would involve holding industrial 
shares, which may conflict with certain 
prejudices we may hold; but if we are not 
prepared to take any action, we know at 
least from the figures I have given the cost 
of our inaction.” 


Just what the cost of that inaction is 
may be gathered from the fact that the 
Society’s reserve funds average £8 17s. 6d. 
per member; in 1939, the figure was 
£3 18s. 9d. Thus the real value of the 
Society’s assets per member is less than 
in 1939. What is more significant is a 
comparison of the assets per member with 
the Grade A weekly rate. The reserve 
per member in 1939 was 7s. 3d. above 
the Grade A rate of £3 lls. 6d. a week; 
today the figure is £2 2s. 6d. below the 
Grade A rate of £11 a week. 

It looks as though the Amalgamated 
Society of Woodworkers will have to think 
pretty smartly about setting in motion the 
machinery for raising its dues from mem- 
bers. In the meantime the Society, in 
considering Mr. Smith’s suggestion about 
the acquisition of industrial shares, may 
like to think about ploughing back some 
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part, at least, of its funds ; 
industrial enterprises within the int those 
from which its members gain their liver 
ae for instance, anal

to investigate a report by the District 
Auditor referring to misallocation of 
expenditure incurred by the City Works 
Department. 

The report states that malpracti 
in 1957 and were discontinued, belo ae 
had been discovered, in January, 1969 
Fortunately, no suspicion emerged of 
action of a fraudulent kind, but the District 
Auditor refers to an investigation by the 
City Treasurer, and later at audit, of 
accounts which show that various sums 
of money incurred on certain C.WD, con. 
tracts had been wrongly allocated to other 
accounts. He states that the malpractices 
were entirely deliberate, were initiated by 
the Building Manager and his deputy, and 
were effected, under instruction, by the 
staff of the capital works building section 
of the City Works Department. 

He continues: “They were designed to 
ensure that where the cost of capital works 
carried out by the department, particular! 
those relating to education, had exceeded, 
or was likely to exceed, the so-called 
‘contract’ price the excesses would not 
show in the accounts and would not be 
disclosed to the City Treasurer or to the 
committees concerned.” 

The interesting thing about this business 
is that the report says that the Building 
Manager and his deputy stated during the 
audit that they had discontinued these 
practices of deliberate misallocations as 
the result of the publication of a report 
on an investigation into the Works Depart- 
ment of another local authority which 
caused them to realise for the first time 
the serious view which might be taken 
of their actions. 


HILE building firms up and down the

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PRECAST PRESTRESSED BEAMS 
NEW HANWORTH LAUNDRY 


NEW plant, designed for linen 
A supply, contract and = industrial 
laundering, and containing the most 
fylly automatic laundry equipment avail- 
able, was opened recently at Twicken- 
ham Road, Hanworth, Middlesex, for 
Spring Grove Laundries, Ltd. 

The buildings, which comprise the first 
phase of future development, cover about 
20,400 super. ft. of floor area. | Of single- 
storey construction, the main laundry 
block has a floor area of 90ft. by 80ft., and 
there are also two double-storey blocks 
and a boiler house. Ultimately the main 
laundry block will have a clear floor area 
of 110ft. by 90ft. 

The subsoil is variable, the rear of the 
site having been old gravel workings, and 
the surface of the dense gravel/sand 
stratum outcrops towards the front and 
slopes sharply down beneath soft filling. 
Stiff London Clay underlies the gravel at 
depths of between 15ft. and 25ft. 

Foundations are carried on 79 concrete 
piles of an average length of 39ft., 32 of 
which are sited beneath the boiler house. 
While this section occupies only about th 
of the total floor area, it contains equip- 
ment weighing more than 200 tons. Piling 
was extended to cover the whole site for 
future extensions, allowing uniformity of 
bearing pressure and standardisation of 
detail. 

To dispose of the unusually high amount 
of effluent occasioned by the size and 
speed of the machines, estimated at 13,500 
gallons per hour, it was necessary to con- 
struct a new sewer running some 200yd. 
from the plant to a 90ft. deep county grid 
sewer. 


Clear Working Area 


The layout of columns was made totally 
subservient to the needs of the automatic 
machinery imported for the purpose, and 
in particular the main laundry area was 
required to be a clear open space. In 
addition, no more than one internal column 
was permissible on the line common to 
the laundry area and to the side wing. 
A modular layout thus had no application 
except in relation to the component parts 
of the laundry beams. 

To provide the necessary working space, 
the contractors designed a structure in- 


corporating prestressed concrete beams, 
each over 90ft. in length. The first-floor 
sorting area is cantilevered over the work- 
ing space to house the special machinery, 
and this also provides a necessary expan- 
sion joint between the buildings. 

A north light roof was chosen for the 
laundry area, and combined the advantages 
of an even light distribution at eye level

to the wing blocks were as follows: first, 
with regard to speed, it should be pre- 
fabricated and not require plastering; 
secondly, it should have a flame retardant 
surface measured as Class 1, B.S. 476; and 
thirdly, it should have a smooth surface 
to prevent accumulation of fluff from

with the economy of the Orlit roof, modi- 
fied to suit the supporting beams. The 
asbestos-cement roofing has an under-the- 
purlin ceiling of the insulating fibre type, 
suitable for laundry use. Patent glazing 
with aluminium bars provides continuous 
day lighting. 

The requirements for the roof decking

covered one side with asbestos felt and 
the other with bituminous paper. Two- 
coat asphalt was applied direct over a felt 
membrane. Falls were built into the 
structure. 


The structure was therefore determined 
by functional needs. In the laundry area 
the main beam, continuous over two 55ft. 
spans, was to be supported at its centre 
by the single permissible internal column. 
The transverse beams spanning the 90ft. 
were then supported by the main beam on 
one side and by wind frames on the other. 


Beam Fixing 


At this stage of design it was decided 
to divorce the laundry structure from the 
side wing. This had two advantages, in 
that it provided a natural expansion joint, 
and the loads became such that the main 
beam had a comparable section with the 
transverse beams, allowing maximum re- 
use of moulds. It was then decided to 
fix the end of the transverse beams, giving 
significant reductions of concrete and cable 
and also providing a natural transverse 


wind frame. The fixity was achieved in 
two stages. A known prestressing force 
was applied to vertical cables passing 


through the outer column of the pair 
forming the fixed frame, producing a 
known fixing moment. Next the joint 
between this outer column and the beam 
was made good and the same cables 
Stressed to their full value. End fixity 
— superimposed load was thus pro- 
vided. 


The I-section main beam and transverse 
beams were divided into suitable sections 
for precasting, allowing re-use of moulds 
with a maximum weight of individual unit 
of 2 tons. At positions of reverse moment, 
the standard unit was inverted, with a 
“twisted” unit as transition. High alumina 
cement concrete to the in-situ joints was 
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preferred over dry caulked joints as having 
better bond characteristics 

The high support moment in the main 
beam made it desirable to bring the pre 
cables out of the beam and 
units located over the 
central support. The resulting eccentrici 
ties produced preponderant secondary 
moments and it became economic to lower 
the beam by hydraulic jacking against the 
central column. A_ 112-ton 
Freyssi flat jack was used in 
conjunction with steel wedges 
to lower the beam through

The Freyssinet system of 
prestressing for the beam 
cables was chosen for its good 
friction characteristics through 
reverse curves, as well as 
allowing simpler site control 
in the stressing by stages, 
which was essential to the 
design. In order to limit the 
project to one _prestressing 
specialist, the vertical system 
chosen was the P.S.C. mono- 
wire. Accuracy of vertical 
prestress was ensured by the 
use of shims inserted between 
the anchor grips and the bear- 
ing plate to give a specified 
gauge reading. Due to the 
anticipated delay between 
initial stressing and final 
grouting of these vertical 
cables galvanised wire was 
employed. 

All horizontal strains due 
to prestress and temperature 
have been allowed for by a 
system of simple plate bearings 
in conjunction with Freyssinet 
hinges at the base of certain 
columns. These hinges are 
designed according the the 
German method of Kam- 
mueller and Jeske. Column 
loads were of the order of 80 tons. During 
prestressing operations a check on hinge 
rotation was made by measuring the de 
flection of projecting arms clamped to the 
columns, and holding Mercer-type dial 
gauges. The Young’s Modulus of the 
beams implied by these results was com- 
pared with that calculated on the one hand 
from cube results, and on the other from 
vertical deflection of the beams under pre- 
stress. This comparison was sufficiently 
close to show the good rotation character- 
istics of the hinges. 


Method of support to 
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The two-storey wing blocks are in pre- 
cast concrete incorporating some novel 
features. Columns are generally full 
height, with beam seatings either by corbel 
or by an angle/tee connection allowing 
both vertical and horizontal tolerances 
Beams are designed as composite with in- 
situ top flanges. The 40ft. span floor and 
roof beams to the front block have factory 
post-tensioned bottom flanges composite

with reinforced concrete 
flanges. 

Floors are of the hollow slab type and 
the roof consists of lightweight decking 
supporfed by tapered precast purlins at 
2ft. spacing. 

Wind bracing of the structure is sup- 
plied by nominal continuity between beam 
and column, by vertical continuity 
wherever possible, and by nominal fixity at 
the column feet, achieved by concreting 
into foundation pockets. Roof beams and 
purlins are tapered in section for economy 
of material.

Main beam: stage 1—half Stress to 
carry the beam itself and temporarily pro 
at third span points; stage 2—fyl] stress 
following construction of transverse beams; 
and stage 3—jack down beam at central 
column. 

Secondary beam: stage 1—half Stress 
horizontally and vertically to carry beam 
only; stage 2—full stress horizontally and 
final “cantilever” stress vertically following 
north light framing; and stage 3—check 
and adjust “cantilever” stress, make good 
beam column joint and full stress 
vertically, following roofing. 
_ Stressing in stages was essential to the 
light and economic character of the Super- 
structure. The various stages were jn. 
corporated into the site programme in such 
a way as to suit following trades, 

The wing blocks were erected by con- 
ventional means. Beams were propped 
at the third span points to gain composite 
action with the in-situ flanges. These 
flanges, in the case of the roof beams, were 
formed by permanent asbestos-cement 
shutters dropped into slots in the ends of 
the purlins. 

The finish to all precast concrete is ex- 
mould without special treatment. 


Designers and Contractors 


Work started on the building in May, 
1960, and was completed, including piling 
and sewering, in an overall period of nine 
months. The building was designed to the 
requirements of Spring Grove Laundries, 
Ltd., and constructed by Grove Building 
(Hanworth), Ltd., in collaboration with the 
main sub-contractor, Orlit, Ltd., Egham, 
who carried out the superstructure works, 
and the consulting engineers, S. H. and 


D. E. White, Victoria Street, London, 
S.W.1, who were responsible for the 
foundations. Design and construction was 


also carried out in collaboration with the 
engineering department of Spring Grove 
Laundries.

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NATIONAL INDUSTRIAL SAFETY CONFERENCE 


Construction Industry Accident Prevention Papers 


ELEGATES to the National Indus- 
D trial Safety Conference held at 
Scarborough last week had their atten- 
tion drawn by Sir Howard Roberts, 
resident of the Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Accidents, to the high 
industrial accident figures for 1960 
which have recently been announced. 
With an increase from 173,473 injuries 
in 1959 to 189,591 last year, and a rise in 
fatalities from 598 to 675 in the same 
riod, the number of injuries and fatalities 


pe j ; in 1960 were even 
hout industry in ere | 
tg he stated, than the provisional 


figures released earlier. 

A departure from the usual practice of 
the Conference was the holding of a forum 
at which delegates gave their views on a 
number of items. Topics discussed included 
the following: That local education authori- 
ties, and in particular, technical schools 
and colleges, should give greater promin- 
ence to the preparation of young people 
for their future safe life in industry; that 
fire protection should be an integral part 
of the safety officer’s duties; that truck 
and crane manufacturers, together with the 
British Standards Institution, should reach 
agreement with regard to the positioning 
of controls on industrial trucks and cranes; 
and that industrial safety is an aid to 
management in smaller concerns. 

Among the papers on accident prevention 
given at the conference were two of parti- 
cular interest to the construction industry, 
by Mr. C. H. Craft, a director of John Laing 
Construction, Ltd., and Mr, E. L. Bird, 
M.B.E., M.C., A.R.I.B.A., technical research 


and education officer at the Building 
Centre. Resumés of these papers are 
given below: 


SAFETY THROUGH TIDINESS 
by C. H. Craft 


The construction industry’ has its 
problems, many of them peculiar to them- 
selves, most of them exaggerated in 
comparison with those of the factory. I 
hope to outline briefly the nature of our 
task, to note some of the achievements in 
dealing with the task, the way we are 
setting about it and the benefits which we 
hope to derive from any success we enjoy. 
If in doing so I can point a lesson or a way 
which sparks a reaction or shatters a 
complacency, I shall have done all that I 
can hope to do. 

Consider some of our special problems. 
Our labour force is largely casual. It 
moves from employer to employer, 
inevitably causing an attitude of despair 
towards the problem of training. 

One of the main causes of this labour 
situation is the constant moving of our 
factories” or sites. This brings other 
problems of administration, many arising 
im consequence of dispersal from the 
central services—such as safety control. 

Most of the labour force is employed by 
small firms and 350,000 men are engaged 


on maintenance work. We, therefore, have 
a difficulty in reaching and educating all 
corners of the industry. Men leave an 
enlightened safety-conscious firm and are 
replaced with others with no such back- 
ground of safety discipline. 


Sub-Contracting Difficulties 


This situation is made even more 
difficult by the necessity to let out much of 
our work to sub-contractors. On a large 
and complicated building two-thirds or 
more of the work may be sub-let, fre- 
quently to specialists selected and appointed 
by the architect or client. Nevertheless 
we are as responsible for their good 
behaviour and safety discipline as the 
factory management is for ours when we 
enter their premises. 

All our new works are carried out under 
conditions of exposure to weather and on 
such a _ bulky scale as to make it 
uneconomic to venture full protection. 

More often than not, we have little 
control over the design of our product, 
hazards can be assessed only as work 
commences and frequently only become 
apparent when work is well advanced, as 
detailed drawings come to hand. 

The nature of our job makes it necessary 
to work at great height and at depths, over 
and under water and the earth, with the 
attendant risks of operations from tempor- 
ary structures, any addition to which raises 
the cost to our customers. 

As well as our men, our machines are 
exposed to the elements, to dust and to 
mud, often with no floor to stand on, and 
are expected to move on from job to job. 

Finally, the services to these machines 
and to the 


operatives—electricity, water 
and air—are almost invariably of a 
temporary nature and subject to constant 
hazards from being exposed and from 


frequent moving. 

Action costs money; it always does, but 
action can be measured and valued—work- 
studied and costed. Neglect cannot be 
assessed because the negligent cannot or 
will not put a value on it—-only the 
bankruptcy court will provide that answer. 


STRUCTURAL FIRE PROTECTION 
IN FACTORIES 


by E. L. Bird 


There are three things you can do about 
a fire. The first is to prevent it happening 
as far as possible though, even with the 
most efficient fire prevention, occasional 
outbreaks are liable to occur. The second 
is to be in a position to attack the out- 
break and to put it out while it is still small, 
using equipment and trained staff in the 
building; this is known as first-aid fire 
fighting. The third is structural fire pro- 
tection, that is to say, so planning and 
constructing a building that, should the 
first two measures fail, the fire is restricted 
by the structure of the building from 
growing beyond the capacity of the pro- 
fessional fire brigade to extinguish. Also, 
it is easily the least understood and the 





most neglected form of defence against 
disastrous fires. 

Fire protection not only requires con- 
sideration, it also costs money. Works fire 
brigades, full-time fire prevention officers 
and fire equipment, fixed and portable, all 
represent expenditure, either capital or 
maintenance; the latter is fortunately 
chargeable against tax. 

Experience of many industrial fires has 
shown clearly that the structure of the 
building is most important. Merely to 
erect the cheapest form of structure 
obtainable, while giving no thought to its 
fire-behaviour, is positively to invite 
disaster. 

The primary objectives must be to keep 
up the roof and to clear smoke. First, I 
must emphasise that the primary line of 
defence against the development of a major 
fire is a sprinkler system, properly covering 
the whole interior and adequately main- 
tained. This will check the fire, cool the 
rising heated gases and reduce the genera- 
tion of smoke. In many cases a sprinkler 
system has extinguished the fire unaided. 
British industry is behind the United States 
in adopting this valuable safeguard. 

Development of special fire ventilators 
fixed in roofs has taken place recently. 
Operated by fusible link, they open auto- 
matically and serve to let out heated gases 
and smoke, thus reducing the build-up of 
heat in the roof steelwork and permitting 
firemen to see. 

Lately, there has been extensive develop- 
ment of methods of protecting steelwork 
against fire which are light in weight and 
inexpensive compared with the traditional 
use of concrete for this purpose. Indeed, 
in general building I think they will shortly 
replace concrete almost entirely. Mostly 
they embody asbestos, gypsum or vermicu- 
lite in various forms and combinations and 
most of them are proprietary. They are 
applied either as wet plasters, or in slab 
form or are sprayed on. 

Steelwork in many British factories is 
not protected against fire either for 
mistaken reasons of economy, or to facili- 
tate fixing of equipment or, not un- 
commonly, because nobody has given the 
matter a thought. Protection of steelwork 
becomes especially important where rein- 
forced concrete floors are supported by 
steel beams and stanchions. 

An intelligent understanding of principles 
and modern practice in steelwork protec- 
tion, if generally adopted, would do much 
to mitigate the serious effects of many 
industrial fires. 

One of the basic principles of structural 
fire protection is separation of departments 
by fire-resisting doors protecting openings. 
Sub-dividing walls in a factory are un- 
popular with managements for several 
reasons and they are very difficult to pro- 
vide where there is conveyor line produc- 
tion.

NEW hall for the Worshipful 

Company of Pewterers was opened 
on Monday last by the Lord Mayor of 
London, Sir Bernard Waley-Cohen. 
This modern attractive building, built 
by Holloway Brothers (London) Ltd., 
is the third hall that the Livery 
Company has erected, the first dating 
back to 1496. 

Situated in Oat Lane, City, among the 
tall office blocks of contemporary design, 
the architects, David Evelyn Nye and Part- 
nets, in association with Slater and An- 
drews, surveyors to the Pewterers 
Company, created the Hall in a _ neo- 
Georgian style to act as a foil to the sur-

rounding masses. On plan it measures 53ft. 
by 50ft. with a height of 37ft. to the para- 
pet. The basement is of reinforced con- 
crete on piled foundatibns and the super- 
structure of load bearing bricks. Principal 
accommodation provided is a Livery Room 
on the ground floor, with a Courtroom 
above. There are also ante-rooms, cloak 
and robing rooms, a small office and a 
Beadle’s flat on the top floor. 

The exterior walls are of 2in., Tunbridge 
multi-colour facing bricks, rusticated every 
sixth course to first floor level. All win- 
dows have 2in. Portland stone reveals and 
the entrance porch is lined in Hadene, 
supplied and fixed by Nine Elms Stone, 
Masonry Works Ltd., one of the Holloway

Group of Companies. A carving on the 
front wall depicts the coat-of-arms of the 
Pewterers Company and is by Gerald 
Guidici. It is from a block of Portland 
Stone made up from six pieces and built 
into the full thickness of the wall, Thin 
brick slips were then laid over the flat area 
of the stone to the edge of the carving and 
inlaid between the beasts and shield and 
other recessed areas of the carving. 

All the joinery has been carried out by 
Victoria Joinery Ltd., another member of 
the Holloway Group. The main doors are 
in Afromosia with matching Lacewood 
panels. Large strips in the doors bear

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HOUSING IN ENGLAND AND WALES 
A Statement By The R.I.B.A. 


TI\HE following statement was issued 
last week by the Royal Institute of 
British Architects: 

The R.I.B.A. has considered the White 
Paper “ Housing in England and Wales” 
published by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government in February and the 
general contents of the Housing Bill now 
before Parliament. The R.I.B.A. particu- 
larly welcomes the proposal to make 
exchequer loans to approved non-profit 
making housing associations to build houses 
to let at economic rents. 

The R.IL.B.A. believes that the proposed 
subsidy arrangements will assist local 
authorities, which pass the test of 
resources, in coping with their housing 
problems in a more logical way than was 
possible when subsidies were limited to 
housing for a few specific purposes and 
there was no subsidy for general need. 
Chere is no reference in the White Paper, 
however, to the particularly difficult prob- 
‘lems of urban renewal and comprehensive 
redevelopment where housing is an import- 
ant element. It is considered that additional 
subsidies should be granted to assist 
authorities dealing with the difficult prob 
lems involved. 


Artificial Distinctions 


The R.I.B.A. would welcome any steps 
that could be taken to remove the artificial 
distinctions between housing and town 
planning in consideration of the administra- 
tive and financial aspects involved in com- 
prehensive redevelopment. The increasing 
need for the renewal of the older parts of 
our towns and cities seems to call for a 
review of these aspects in their wider 
setting. 

The higher rates of subsidy payable on 
a graduated scale for high blocks of flats, 
and other special and additional subsidies, 
remain unchanged. The existing subsidy 
arrangements have, however, been strongly 
criticised because they discourage three- 
storey buildings. This is often a particu- 
larly valuable form of development because 
flats can be provided without lifts and the 
additional height provides relief from the 
monotony of continuous two-storey 
development. It is also useful in providing 
a variety of accommodation. This point 
should be re-examined. 

Land Problem 

The paragraphs on the land problem 

show that the Government recognises the 


extreme difficulties of the present situation. 
but the R.I.B.A. doubts whether the

exhortations and proposed consultations 
described in the White Paper go very fa 
towards removing these difficulties. The 
problem is not entirely one of allocating 
land for development. Extensive areas of 
land already zoned and usable for houses 
are not, in fact, being made available for 
development by their owners for a variety 
of reasons. Unless measures are taken to 
make this land available for development, 
pressures on green belts will increase. 

It is most undesirable that more land 
should be zoned for development while 
land already so zoned remains unused. In 
this connection it is the opinion of the 
R.1.B.A. that the White Paper might well 
have devoted more attention to the 
relevance of increased densities and making 
better use of land. 

The proposals intended to encourage

modernisation of old buildings are of value, 
but the R.I.B.A. is concerned lest the 
indiscriminate modernisation of individual 
houses should delay the redevelopment of 
areas which are already obsolete, and which 
could be renewed comprehensively at an 
early date. Where authorities have pro- 
posals for redevelopment within the next 15 
years no improvement grant is payable, 
but there are many areas where the local 
authorities should have proposals for 
redevelopment within 15 years, but have 
not. 

In these areas the modernisation of 
individual houses can prejudice the proper 
redevelopment of the areas on compre- 
hensive lines and it would seem desirable 
for the Ministry to require authorities, if 
they have not done so, to submit proposals 
for comprehensive development areas where 
the layout and condition of property would 
justify such a course.

New Diversion to Cost £135,000 


To improve the western approach to 
the new bridge being built over 
the Tamar at Saltash in Cornwall, 
Route A.374 is to be diverted at Heskyn 
Hill. 

Mr. Ernest Marples, Minister of Trans- 
port, has made a 75 per cent. grant towards 
the estimated cost of the scheme (£135,080), 
and is is hoped that the work will be 
finished by the end of the year. 

The new diversion will be 930yd. long 
and will have a two lane carriageway wiih 
an extra lane for ascending traffic on the 
steepest gradient.

Lake District Bridge 


A new bridge is to be built over the

Frenchlands Hatch Scheme Now Complete 


TORK is now complete on the Archi- 
\\ tects’ Benevolent Society's experi- 
mental scheme for the provision of old 
people's homes al Frenchlands Hatch, 
Fast Horsley, Surrey. 

This is the first such development carried 
out by the Society and it has created great 
interest from other institutes and local 
authorities. The first phase comprising six 
bungalows, a warden’s house and a social 
‘oom was completed two years ago, since 
when a further seven bungalows and 2 
garage for the warden have been built. The 
architect is Mr. Clifford C ulpin, wh ) won 
an open design competition held in 1956. 

Both first and second phases were put 
wut to tender and were secured by the same 
contractor, and it is interesting to note that 
the cost per dwelling in stage 2 was £2,240 
as compared with £1,740 in stage I. 

The buildings are arranged with parti- 
cular regard to the natural beauty of the 





site, fitting snugly into the contours and 
being backed by a belt of trees. They are 
in two L-shaped blocks forming an open 
quadrangle with the warden’s house and 
social room as the leg fronting the public 
road. 

The warden’s house dominates. the 
composition and is one-and-a-half storeys 
high with the upper rooms rising into the 
roof space. The social room stands out 
clearly from the dwellings by having a 
copper covered pyramidal roof. Warden's 
house and social room are linked by a 
terrace sheltered by glazed screens. 

The competition conditions stipulated 
that the buildings should be simple in 
character, and simplicity is the keynote of 
the design. They also asked for materials 
that would “not go shabby quickly, but 
rather improve with age.” © Well-tried 
traditional materials are employed through- 
out, dun-coloured  pantiles, red/multi- 


coloured sand faced bricks and deep red

Demonstration Under Operating Conditions 


MWWWO machines from their range of 

dumpers were recently demonstra- 
ted under operating conditions by 
Aveling-Barford, Ltd., Grantham, on the 
site of the Maple Lodge sewage disposal 
works extensions, near Rickmansworth, 
Herts. 

The dumpers on show were the SL270 
model, with a 13} ton payload, and the SR, 
a smaller machine with a 6 cu. yd. capacity. 
The haul involved was over a distance of 
about 1,000yd., the load consisting of a peat 
material excavated from the site of pro- 
posed sludge beds, and conditions generally 
were muddy and difficult. 

The extensions to the sewage disposal 
works, which are being carried out for the 
West Herts. Main Drainage Authority, will 
include the construction of 12. sludge 
drying beds, a dried sludge storage area, 
two pump houses, garage blocks and road 
works. 

Part of the site of the work was formerly 
a controlled refuse tip and the excavation 
of the site to the level of the drying beds 
will entail the removal of some 95,000yd. 
of peat and compacted refuse. 

Despite difficulties with ground water, 
substantial progress has been made since 
site work commenced in January, 1961. 
Three 6in. and two 4in. pumps are in 
operation 24 hors a day and, as earth- 
moving progresses, more pumping sets will 
be brought in. At present between 
three and four million gallons of water are 
being pumped off the site into the Rive 
Colne every 24 hours, and some five miles 
of porous pipes will be laid to help dewater. 
If pumps were stopned for a period of 
about half a day, the excavated area of 
some 10 acres would be flooded to a depth 
of 2ft. 

The 12 sludge beds are in two adjacent 
blocks; six will be 1,187ft. long and the 
others 1,280ft. long. All the beds will be 
40ft. wide. Each bed will be separated, 
alternately, by either a plain dividing wall 
or by a double wall, forming a channel 
to draw off the sludge liquor.

Major savings in handling costs are shown 
where there is a regular traffic within a 
company, and also where semi-finished pro- 
ducts are regularly moved to another 
factory for further processing or despatch. 
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In order to obtain maximum rimpull 
during loading, the speed range selector 
lever can be placed in a special loading 
range position. This holds the transmission 
in torque divider drive, and permits match- 
ing scraper speed to the pusher through- 
out loading. 

To meet transmission power require- 
ments, the diesel engine has been designed 
to have two governor balance points. This 
has “flattened-out” the horsepower curve 
and results in the engine developing a high 
level of horsepower at the time automatic 
shifts take place. 

Individual porting of intake and exhaust 
valves is a special feature of the new 
Caterpillar four-valve-in-head diesel engine. 
By connecting each valve directly to the 
manifold rather than in series, the engine’s 
breathing characteristics are greatly im- 
proved. Individual porting ensures a maxi- 
mum amount of air moving through intake 
valves and a more efficient exhaust system. 

Cooling of intake air further improves 
the engine’s performance. An aftercooler 
makes intake air more dense after Passing 
through the turbocharger. The denser air 
results in a greater amount of oxygen in 
the firing chamber. A pressure-ratio con- 
trol system on the turbocharger permits 
delivery of maximum amounts of air over 
a wide range of engine lug. 

The six-cylinder D343 engine has a bore 
and stroke of 5.4in. by 6.5in. with a dis- 
placement of 893 cu. in. 


Air-Actuated Controls 


Scrapers are operated by an air-actuated, 
double drum cable control. The unit is 
driven by a live power shaft directly off 
the engine, providing full cable control 
whenever the engine is running. The com- 
pletely self-energising cable control brakes 
have large capacity and precise modulation, 
with more accurate scraper control, result- 


ing from the use of 720 degree wrap brake 
bands. 


INSULATED STEEL CLADDING 


Insulated steel sidewall panels. which 
are assembled during erection in the field 
are being produced by the Republic Steel 
Corporation, 405 Lexington Avenue, New 
York, 17. 

The panels are constructed by sand- 
wiching a layer of insulating material, such 
as fibreglass, between two sheets of 24in. 
Ferrobord or galvanised ribbed siding. 
They are furnished, painted or galvanised, 
in widths of 2ft. and to 40ft. in length. 
Interlocking side joints are so designed as 
to blend with the fluted design of the 
panel. 

Gauges range from 18 to 26, and the 
assembled panels are said to have a heat 
transmission co-efficient of .18.

FOAM 


A new adhesive, Evo-Stik “Impact” 633, 
consisting of a one-part rubber/resin 
formula, has been developed: by the In- 
dustrial Adhesives Division of Evode Ltd., 
Stafford, to provide a strong resilient bond 
when joining polyurethane or polyether 
foam to materials such as fabric, wood, 
metal etc. It does not affect the micro- 
cellular structure of the foam, and will 
provide a bond between two pieces of 


foam without causing any hardening effect 
at the joint.

Another axis is provided for 12 pistons, 
mounted on a spider and so arranged that 
the orbital path of the former during 
rotation, crosses the orbital path of the 





latter resulting in oscillation which is 
relative, but not actual, the whole combined 
movement being completely free of vibra-

The basic engine in 12-cylinder form has 
a capacity of 700 c.c., but this capacity 
can be increased to one litre in this size 
which approximates to a 104in. sphere.

Timber Units 


The system of component construction 
employed, known as New Type 6, Consists 
of the assembly of factory-made timber 
ynits on site, and is designed to conform 
fo the British Standard Codes of Practice 
CP. 112 (1952) and C.P. 3 Chapter 5 
(1952), Both the structural and planning 
module is 6ft. 4in. and the vertical module 
lft. 4in., plus an 8in. head increment which 
permits standard wall panels to be used 
with either a flat roof and deep fascia or 
with a pitched roof of 12 deg. for smaller 
buildings. 

Discontinuous construction at  sub- 
sidence joints, and the large floor area to 
be covered, necessitated additional stiffen- 


ing within the superstructure and this was 
achieved by the use of 19 portal frames, 
13 spanning 38ft. 4in. and six spanning 
13ft. These are of solid laminated timber 
and plywood construction with steel plate 
joint connections to facilitate transporting 
and site assembly. 

Roof beams are of plywood box con- 
struction with laminated top and bottom 
cords and 170 of these were required, 
spanning 38ft. 4in. and in size 24in. deep 
by 4in. wide. Internally the main roof 
beams are supported by laminated trimmer 
beams spanning 12ft. 8in. to reduce the 
number of supporting columns providing 
greater freedom of floor space. 

External panels are 12ft. 8in. high to 
provide a ceiling height of 12ft. 7in. and 
manufactured to high standards with 
machined and glued joints. Infill panels 
of Colourglaze were used to reduce ex- 
ternal maintenance to a minimum, with 
different colours for window panels and 
solid areas. This material was also used 
to meet the by-law requirement for non- 
combustible external claddings, and to 
achieve the required fire resistance the 
external walls are lined internally with 4in. 
Asbestolux. 


Built-up System 


The roof consists of 1,080 prefabricated 
panels measuring 6ft. 4in, by 6ft. 4in. 
A built-up roofing system comprises of 
three layers of asbestos based felt con- 
tinuously bonded with bitumen and sur- 
faced with }in. stone chippings, the first 
layer of felt being bonded to the roof 
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panels at works to provide initial weather- 
proofing during the erection stages. 


A total of 289 rooflights were incor- 
porated and these are monopitch alu- 
minium construction 3ft. by 3ft. Fibre- 
glass, lin. thick, is incorporated with 
a jin. plasterboard ceiling and the roof 
“U” value is .16. 


Erection was completed in 14 weeks 
under difficult weather conditions. The 
choice of a flat concrete slab foundation 
proved advantageous, however, allowing 
a fork-lift truck free access for off-loading 
components, stacking, and finally lifting 
all roof beams and roof panels into 
position. 


Heating 


The erection time was reduced by the 
decision to use electric under-floor heating 
installed after the main erection provess 
was completed. The choice of this form 
of heating took into account the insulation 
value of the superstructure and the eco- 
nomic use of “off-peak” supplies. It was 
also necessary to maintain a 65 deg. F. air 
temperature for the workers who would 
be on comparatively static work at small 
machines, indicating a need for a high 
degree of radiant heat. 

The heated floor area of 42,600 sq. ft. 
is one of the largest single floor areas to 
be heated by this method, involving a load 
of 527-kW. As with the concrete founda- 
tion, the heating installation is divided 
into separate units and thermostats operate 
limited groups of heating circuits to ensure 
economy of operation and a maintenance 
of even temperature. Any portion of the 
heating elements can be replaced in this 
re-wireable system without interruption of 
factory production. 

The cost of the factory and office build- 
ings was about £102,000. Vic Hallam, 
Ltd., Langley Mill, Nottingham, the 


designers and manufacturers of the New 
Type 6 system, were the contractors.

Three Dimensional Composition 


Mr. Chettoe said: “Great modern struc- 
tures and road developments with their 
related bridges are primarily the concep- 
tions of engineers working for public 
bodies. The main job of the engineer is, 
however, to design so that his structure 
functions efficiently; the architect is trained 
to design for visual effect so that they 


form a three - dimensional composition. 

“The greatest works of art will not be 
produced by the application of rules, 
though these will help; they will only be 
evolved through inspiration, in which, one 
might say, artists in all these related fields 
give of their best not only in the broad 
design but in attention to detail.” 


Effective Collaboration 


Mr. Chettoe felt there was a large field 
for collaboration between landscape archi- 
tect and engineer, as there was between 
architect and engineer. Collaboration to be 
fully effective must start at the inception 
of a project. I 

He mentioned a system of collaboration 
in design, evolved by the Central Elec- 
tricity Generating Board, which appeared 
to work well.

{,OR some months we had been carry- 
ing out a series of careful tests 
with a variety of different makes of 
cartridge tools, and now the time had 
come for a final decision to be made, 
with a view to standardisation. 

The tests had been performed in an 
empty wooden shed--formerly a bolt store 

and possibly the repeated detonations had 
produced a certain amount of apprehension 
amongst the dwellers in the little houses 
on the boundary of the plant yard. They 
must have wondered whether the rumour 
was true that the eccentric peopie on the 
other side of the fence had really set up 
a rifle range to while away the tedious 
hours. “Only last week,” one of them 
would be saying “ they were ringing bells 
all day long.” (We were experimenting 
with a fire-warning system) “ And now it’s 
come to this.” Trials were carried out 
under laboratory conditions, using a special 
rig which would allow each tool to be fired 
into a variety of materials by remote 
control, and the strictest possible safety 
precautions were observed. 

On the last day, I attended a little 
meeting with the plant manager, Dick 
Roberts, and an erection engineer, Arthur 
Jackson. One of the tools had eventually 
been selected for its outstanding safety 
features, as well as its excellent perform- 
ance. 

“T always believe in a thorough check- 
up,” said the plant manager. “ It gives you 
confidence in your choice—-and you can’t 
be too careful over a thing like this.” 

Jackson winked at me. “Sounds like 
an ad. on the telly, doesn’t it? As far as 
I'm concerned it’s O.K. for the job, and I 
gather Mr. Safety is happy, so now it’s 
settled. We'll want half a dozen tools for 
my area by the end of the month.” 

“Not so fast,” I cut in. “ Agreed this 
is as safe as anything I've seen, but you

appear to have overlooked one thing.” 

“ What's that?” 

“We haven't got the operators yet. We 
don’t allow anybody to use cartridge tools 
until he’s had proper training. That’s in 
our book of rules.” 

“Quite right,” said Roberts. ‘“ This 
thing is as safe as they come, but you just 
can’t put it into untrained hands. That's 
simply asking for trouble.” 

“So what do we do?” asked Jackson. 

“Tt’s quite simple,” I said. “ You pick 
a few bright lads out of your area and we 
send them to the maker’s depot for a 
course of instruction. In fact, that’s 
already laid on. Actually it only takes a 
few days and they'll be ready for you when 
you need them. Also, I can assure you that 
good training pays dividends. Not only do 
the operators work more safely, but they 
are far more expert than the untrained 
men.” 

“Well, that sounds pretty reasonable. 
What sort of stuff do they learn?” 

“First of all, each man is shown 
exactly how the tool works, and the 
function of each of the parts. As you 
know, maintenance plays a big part in the 
operation of cartridge tools, and the man 
will be taught how to strip it down for 
cleaning and examination—and, of course, 
how to put it together again. Then he does 
the safety drill. He’s taught to treat the 
tool as a firearm—always to point the 
muzzle towards the ground and never 
towards himself or other people, and, of 
course, he must never leave a loaded tool 
unattended.” 

“Ah,” said Jackson, “I remember one 
evening in °43 when I was in the Home 
CURA. 5.55.

“ After that the trainee is taught the 
correct methods of loading and firing and 
how to select the correct charge for the 
purpose in hand. He must have a safe 
standing or sitting position—that’s true 
for any work, of course, but for this job 
he needs a rigid working position that will 
enable him to press the tool firmly against 
the surface at which he is working.

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37-ACRE REDEVELOPMENT SCHEME AT 


WEST 
Work Starts on £1.2m. 


HE Direct Labour Department of 
T West Ham Borough Council have 

un work on the first phase of a 
cheme for the redevelopment of a 30- 
a site in the Rathbone Street area, 
Canning Town, London, E.16. 

More than £1,200,000 is to be spent 
on the area, which forms a triangle within 
the main traffic arteries, Barking Road, 
silvertown Way and the Beckton Road. 
A new trunk road is to be superimposed 
upon it connecting the existing junction 
of Silvertown Way and the Barking Road 
with the Beckton Road. The trunk road 
virtually divides the site and the develop- 
ment has been planned in two phases. 

Phase 1 covers an area of 11.48 acres

contained by Silvertown Way, the new 
trunk road and Rathbone Street, with two 
additional blocks adjacent to the May- 
flower centre. Under this phase 402 
dwellings, accommodating 1,685 persons 
will be built, together with 160 garages. 

Work on the first phase will take about 
two years and will cost £1,033,624. The 
layout is based upon three interlocking 
inward looking squares, each with two-, 
three- or four-storey developments form- 
ing the square and an ll-storey point to 
the centre of the square. The whole of 
this area cannot be developed simul- 
taneously as the existing market in Rath- 
bone Street will have to function during 
the construction period. 


Phase II is scheduled to start in August, 


895 


1961, and to be completed in February, 
1963. This area is to the north of the 
new trunk road and is bounded by the 
Barking Road and Rathbone Street. Plans 
for it include a 10-storey block containing 
80 one-bedroom flats, built over shops. 
There will be 29 shops, two multiple stores 
and a post office. The layout also includes 
an ——— market suitable for about 160 
stalls. 

The cost of the second phase, excluding 
one multiple store and the post office will 
be about £176,902. Subject to Ministry 
approval, the tender of Leslie and Co., Ltd., 
20 Peel Street, London, W.8, is to be 
accepted for the work. 

As soon as the market has been built 
the remaining work on the scheme will 
be put in hand, including the conversion 
of Rathbone Street into 122 dwellings, 
accommodating 380 persons, and the pro- 
vision of a one-acre car park. The whole 
project is due for completion in February, 


Plans for the project have been prepared 
under the direction of the borough archi- 
tect, Mr. T. E. North, O.B.E., F.R.I.B.A., 
Dist.T.P., M.T.P.I.

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NEW BANK BUILDINGS COMPLETED IN 
FREETOWN, SIERRA LEONE 


wo new bank buildings have 
recently been completed in Free- 
town, Sierra Leone, by Taylor Wood- 

‘ow (Sierra Leone), Ltd. The first, a 
(300,000 head office for the Bank of 
west Africa Ltd., incorporates what are 
believed to be the largest strongrooms 

sountry. 

ae involved the demolition and 
reconstruction of the bank building on 
which work began in November 1958. First 
the new vaults had to be completed. Then 
the cash reserves were transferred from 
the old vaults to the new. The old vaults 
were then demolished _and the bank 
foundations laid, so that, in fact, the bank 
was built around the vaults. 

The bank’s strongrooms are on the 
ground floor and those of the West African 
Currency Board on the first floor. They 
are served by an unloading bay from the 
rear service road, and a large electric goods 
lift to the first floor. 


Precast Concrete Sun Louvers 


Built in the centre of Freetown the 
building has its main frontages and entrance 
in Oxford Street, with long frontages and 
entrances in Wilberforce Road and Rawdon 
Street, Of reinforced concrete construction 
the three-storey structure is 152ft. long, 
s0ft. wide and 54ft. high, with external 
walls panelled out with mineralite. The 
roof is an Arcon structure sheeted with 
special fire resisting asbestos steel sheeting. 

Vertical and horizontal precast concrete 
sun louvers, numbering 650, are spaced on 
all sides of the upper floors and glazed 
ceramic screens at street level. The sun 
on the vertical louvers creates an interesting 
elect of light and shade, the pattern of 
black and white stripes varying as the 
sun's position changes. Behind the louvers 
are large horizontally sliding sash windows, 
framed in aluminium. 

At ground level to a height of 12ft. are 
positioned white ceramic grilles which by 
contrast form a lace pattern against the 
shade of the interior of the building. Above 


the grilles, at first floor level, projecting 
canopies on the three road frontages are 
edged in white marble. The flanking walls 
to the main staircases are faced with 
glittering stone chippings and the side walls 
are tiled externally in dark blue ceramic. 


hall is a cantilevered balcony on three sides 
from which the Bills and Credits Depart- 
ments lead. This balcony and the second 
and third floor offices are reached by two 
terrazzo tiled staircases, and also by auto- 
matic passenger lifts.

The main banking hall is over 20ft. high 
and comprises the whole length and depth 
of the building. The suspended ceiling, 
lined with acoustic tiles, is supported on 
slender circular columns faced in grey- 
green mosaic.

Floor finishings are of light grey mottle 
terrazzo tiles and extend from the entrance 
to the counter fronts, inside which the 
flooring area is of polished hard wood 
blocks. Counter fronts and columns have 
green mosaic facings and the walls are in 
red glass mosaic. The entire building is 
fully air conditioned. 

The architects were Ronald Ward and 
Partners; quantity surveyors, A. E. Thorn- 
ton-Firkin and Partners; and consulting 
engineers, Hay and Barry. 


Barclays Project 


The second building—for Barclays Bank 
D.C.O.—has been erected in two stages. 
Stage one, completed in mid-1959, after 
work began in 1958, comprised part of the 
new building adjoining the then existing 
premises. While the existing building was 
demolished the second stage ‘was erected 
so that the business of the bank was 
transacted without interruption. 

The L-shaped building stands on a 
diagonally sloping site and provides bank-, 
ing accommodation on the whole of the 
ground floor, including a double-storey 
banking hall. Further banking accom- 
modation with a staff rest room is also 
provided on the first floor. 

Below the banking hall is a large car park 
and security rooms. All the office accom- 
modation is air-conditioned and the build- 
ing is faced externally with terrazzo tiles, 
and precast sunbreakers or coloured 
ceramic tiles fill the open areas.

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ANOTHER AFRICAN MINING 
RECORD 


NEW record—for South Africa and the 

Rhodesias—in shaft sinking by a con- 
tractor has been claimed by The Cementa- 
tion Co., (Africa) (Pty) Ltd. 

At the O’OKiep Copper Company’s mine 
in Namaqualand, Cape Province, Cementa- 
tion engineers sunk and lined as a simul- 
taneous operation 54lft. in one month. 
This beats the previous record—also by 


Cementation--of 468ft. at the Mufulira 
West mine last year. 
The mine shaft—-of 20ft. finished dia- 


meter lined throughout with L5in. thick 
walls—has now reached 2,485ft., and in 
addition 12 shaft stations have been ex- 
cavated; this averages 365ft. of shaft and 
2 stations excavated each month since 
sinking began on September 18 last- 
roughly 50 per cent. faster than the rate 
called for in the contract. 

As the 12 stations excavated equate to 
347ft. if converted to shaft footage, on this 
basis the average is 418ft. per month. 

South African mining history was made 
when the O’OKiep Copper Company 
awarded the contract for the shaft sink- 
ing to the South African company of the 
Cementation Group since these operations 
have always been carried out by the min- 
ing companies’ own departments. 

A 17ft. diameter ventilation shaft, 
1,.987ft. deep, was completed at the 
O’Okiep Copper Mine by Cementation 
last year as a preliminary to the present 
work,

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TUNIS MOTORWAY PROJECT 
London Consultants Engaged 


EONARD AND GRANT, consulting 

4 engineers of B.A.S.E. Group, London, 
have been appointed by the Tunisian 
Government to carry out a full traffic 
census and survey together with a land and 
soil survey for a proposed new motorway 
to by-pass the City of Tunis. 

The project is regarded by the Tunisians 
as an important factor in their economic 
development since the motorway is in- 
tended to link Bizerte in the North and 
Sfax in the South and to connect with the 
new international airport at El] Aouina. 

Leonard and Grant will be required to 
produce a report, recommendations and _ a 
preliminary scheme for the road. There 
are considerable technical difficulties in- 
volved since Tunis lies on a narrow neck of 
land between two shallow lakes. 

The route of the road lies partly over 
marshy ground and runs alongside the 
Port of Tunis which carries heavy road 
vehicles. It is expected that this part of 
the road will take the form of an elevated 
carriageway with access to and from the 
City roads. 

Survey work, which commenced recently, 
is expected to take eight months to com- 
plete. The length of the motorway is 
approximately fifteen miles. 


THERMAL POWER STATION 
INSTALLATION COMPLETED 


Another segment in the rapidly expand- 
ing power facilities made possible under 
the second Indian 5-year Plan was com- 
pleted recently when the giant Trombay 
Thermal Power Station, constructed near 
Bombay, went into operation. 

The project was engineered for Tata

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Cardboard tubes of an_ elongated 
octagonal shape, measuring 30in. wide by 
16in. high, were set at 38in. centres, giving 
Sin. of concrete above and below the tubes 
and a beam-shaped section of concrete 
having an 8in. minimum web portion be- 
tween each pair of tubes. 


Reinforcement consisted of lin. bars 
at 4in. centres at the bottom of the slab, 
running with the tubes; jin. bars at 9in. 
centres at the top of the slab running with 
the tubes; a mesh of fin. temperature bars 
at 15in. centres at the top and bottom of 
the slab running in both directions; and in 
the beams, stirrups of jin. bars at llin.

their lengths. 


Economy in Transport Space 


The octagonal cardboard tubes, or voids, 
were brought to the site in a collapsed 
form to give economy in transport space, 
and were brought back to shape by the 
insertion of an “egg-crate” type of card- 
board reinforcing. Strengthened in this 
way, it was possible for them to be walked 
upon, even by men carrying heavy loads, 
without fear of collapse. 


The 4ft. sections were joined by a card- 
board sleeve, stitched into place. To anchor 
the tubes against flotation, they were sup- 
ported from below and tied down on top by 
din. bars previously shaped to follow the 
contours of several rows of tubes. The 
bars were supported from below by S5in.- 
high chairs of 8g. wire, the upper bars 
employing tiedowns bolted to the form. 


Concreting was carefully carried out, the 
procedure being to place the concrete on 
one side of the tubes and vibrate it until 
it was distributed to the other side. No 
concrete was placed in a joist until the 
concrete from the preceding joist had 
flowed under the void tube and risen to a 
height of more than 5in.
